Hotel Arrangements 
You are responsible for making your own hotel 
reservations.

Airport Information 
The Adam’s Mark Hotel is located approximately 
13 miles from Lambert–St. Louis International 
Airport. Drive time is approximately 30 minutes, 
depending on traffic congestion. 

Driving Directions 
From Lambert–St. Louis International Airport: 
Take I-70 East to Memorial Drive. Turn right 
onto Market Street. Turn right onto Fourth 
Street. Turn right onto Chestnut. The hotel and 
parking garage will be on the left. 

Ground Transportation 
Taxis: Taxis are available at the airport. Typical 
fares to the hotel are approximately $30–$40. 

Trans Express Transportation: Provides shared 
van service to downtown hotels. Tickets are $15 
one way, $25 round trip. 

MetroLink: MetroLink is St. Louis’ light rail 
system. Operating daily from 5 a.m. until mid­
night, tickets are $3 for an adult one-way trip 
from the airport. The ride from the airport to 
downtown takes about 30 minutes, and the nearest 
stop, “8th and Pine,” is located approximately 4 
blocks from the hotel. NOTE: For those traveling 
with heavy baggage, stations have escalators and 
elevators.

Parking 
Parking is available at the Adam’s Mark. For 
hotel guests, parking is available for $15–19 a 
day. For day guests, the rate is $3 for the first 
half hour and $1 for each additional half hour, 
not to exceed $14.
